Morschauser in his décision said: 

“T am satisfied from the evidence ad- 
duced before me that the mental]. condi- 
tionief Harry K.. Thaw has not changed, 
and I find that he is now insane and 
that it is so manifest as’ to make.it un- 
safe for him to be at large. Bearing in 
mind that the usua) punishment for the 
act which led: to the detention of the 
said Thaw is death or a long. term of 
imprisonment, and that Thaw escaped the 
consequence of such act solely by reason 
‘Of his existing mental condition, I do: not 
deém it proper to allow Thaw his free- 
dom, suffering as he is from some form 
of insanity, with the possible recurrence 
of an. attack similar to that which the 
jury believed he was a eg from @vhen 
he killed Stanford White. 

Justice Mills, fifteen months later, went 
further than this. in es Thaw's ap- 
plication for release e described the 
prisoner’s condition to be insanity ‘of 
the kind known as chronic delusion in- 
sanity, or paranoia.’ The Justice spoke 
of insanity among Thaw’s collateral an- 
cestors, and dwelt upon the nervous char- 
acteristics of Thaw as a boy and of his 
outbreaks in Monte Carlo and London.

THE DARDANELLES. 

The Turkish mines in the-straits of 
the Dardanelles seem to be more dan- 
serous then the guns of ‘the Italian 
Navy. One of them destroyed on Mon- 
day @ merchant steamer, killing some 
70 passengers and badly wounding 
others. The vessel was for some mys- 
terious reason flying the American 
flag, and was partly owned, it is said, 
by Americans. This may lead our 
Government to inquire with some care 
into the circumstances, ‘but there is 
no reason to think that the course of 
the Turkish Government has not been 
in accord with the requirements of 
international law and usage. With a 
hostile fleet cruising outside the straits 
that lead to the Turkish capital, it is 
logical that ‘they should bar the pas- 
sage of the fleet, giving, as they have 
done, notice to neutral vessels, and 
offering pilote to these to erable them 
to pass in relative safety. 

The tendency, however, of this mis- 
hap. will necessarily be to increase the 
anxiety of othet Governments over the 
prolongation of the “war,” and to in- 
duce them to bring more pressure to 
Cloge. ft wherever ‘more pressure can 
be made most effective.

There is no hint that he or his com- 
panions used the money thus obtained 
for the forwarding of any. ‘‘ cause,"’ even 
anarchy, or that they were in the. slight- 
est degree. more considerate of the poor 
than of the rich. . Indeed, their careers 
filustrated capitalism in its most ruthless 
phases, rather than any effort, however 
misguided or mistaken, to reform and re- 
adjust social con@itions.

FAST SHIPS ARE IN DANGER. 


Not Bulk, but Speed, Is Damaging In 
a. Collision. 


To thé-Bditor of The New York Times: 

In -oné scientific matter, that most interest- 
ing paper by @ Titanic survivor im your col- 
wmne of April 29 contains a dangerous. error. 
In @ collision the momentum of a vessel—her 
mass multiplied by her speed—cuts but a sub- 
ordinate figure. It {ts only in. proportion to 
its-own simple amount that mass becomes ef- 
féective for stmdsh or 4Gisintegration. Speed, 
on the other hand, ts effective as thé square 
of the speed--thus.in truly terrible proportion. 

Therefore it is not the big ships that are 
habitually in danger; it is the fast ships. Of 
two similar vessels that strike the same ob- 
stacle, one of them going five knots, the other 
at four times that speed, the faster one is 
smashed not four times as badly, but sixteen 
times as badly as the slower. I am sure that 
not one person fn ten knows this, and not one 
in & hundred realizes it. Not one ship Captain in 
@ thousand, not one automobilist in ten thou- 
sand, ever thinks of it. Few principlés in phys-

Diplomatic Specialist In 1907. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Thomas Cleve- 


son had won by his singular 
success in dealing with the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics the reputation of being the 
“Great Paeificator."’ He seemed to have 
such a thorough insight into the charac- 
ter of the South and Cen American 
Peoples that he was employed again and 
again by the Federal Government on dif- 
ficult missions, always with conspicuous 
success. For this reasdn he received the 
appointment of resident diplomatic offi- 
cer at Washington, a sort of handy 
man who .could be dispatched at short 
notice to settle any troubles that might 
arise if the Latin-American republics. 
, Born in Hudson, Wis., in 1865,.Mr. Daw- 
son was graduated from Hanover College 
and the Cincinnati Law School. Then he 
took up thé practice of iaw in Iowa, and 
for a time he went into newspaper work 
in thé same State. Returning to the law, 
he served .as Assistant Attorney General 
of Iowa from 1891 to 1804. In 1897 he en- 
tered thé dipiomatic service by becoming 
Secretary of Legation at Rio de Janeiro, 
where he met his wife, Misa Luiza Guerra 
Duval of Porto Alegre, 

He stayed in Brazil till 1904, and during 
hig seven yéars of service was five times 
Chargé d’Affaires. He was’ then appoint- 
ed Minister Resident and Consul General 
to Santo Domingo. This appointment 
gave him his chance of distinction. In 
1906 and 1907 the island was in turmoil,
